Nixon tied in with the proposed

shipmen s abroad under the “ faod- ! 
for peace" program, the use of 
“ payments-in-kind" 
from 
farm j 
surpluses to farmers for retire- I 
ment of land from production of 
the same crops. 
These three proposals followed 
generally the outlines of the 1960 
Republican platform. The fourth 
called for “ urgent exploration of 
the conversion of grain to protein 
foods" 
for 
distribution 
to 
the 
hungry here and abroad. 
Nixon saw it as a means of 
converting excess grains into low- 
cost canned meat, powdered milk 
and eggs by feeding them to live­ 
stock, dairy cattle and poultry. 
The 
protein 
foods 
would 
be 
available to needy nations and to 
the school lunch programs in this 
country. 
In 
his 
address, 
prepared 
for 
delivery at the 21st Annual Plow­ 
ing Contest, Nixon set a target 
date of four years for bringing 
the $10-billion farm surplus down 
to manageable proportions. 
“ We need to get the surplus off 
the farmer’s back and off the na­ 
tion’s back as well," he said.

Selective Service 
Is 20 Years Old 


On Novem ber 28. 1940 Dudley 
W. Stout, B ernard Matz and Mil­ 
lard Good reported to Fort Hayes 
in Columbus for induction into the 
US Army. These men were the 
first to be draped from Pickaway 
County under the Selective Service 
Act of 1940. 
Today marks the 20th anniver­ 
sary of the Selective Service Act- 
which went into effect September 
16. 1940. 
On that day President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt signed into law for 
the first peacetim e consription act 
in our history, and issued a pro­ 
clamation calling for the registrat­ 
ion of all male persons between the 
ages of 21 and 35. 
Lloyd Em erson Rinehart. Route 
I, Lockbourne, was the first regist­ 
rant in Pickaway County whose 
num ber was drawn in the National 
Draft Lottery in 1940. The numbers 
drawn were to be the first to r e ­ 
ceive questionaires for classificat­ 
ion under the Selective Service Sys­ 
tem . Bernard O. Grabill, Route I, 
Williamsport and Roderick M. Wat­ 
ts. 432 E. Main St., were the sec­ 
ond and third num bers to be drawn 
in the lottery. 
Ruth Moffit, Mrs. E m m itt Crist, 
was the clerk of the local Selective 
Service board in 1940 and the m em ­ 
bers of the board were Em m itt L. 
Crist, chairm an; Durward Dowden, 
Jay Clark 
and George H. A rm ­ 
strong.
